Tbe Report being printed in consid¬ 
erable detail, and freely .circulated 
through the town, it is not necessary 
to encumber this note respecting it 
with tbe various schedules of the sepa¬ 
rate accounts 

The amount involved in the financial 
transactions of the Board appears to 
have been 182,469.10. Of which sums, 
however, 113,085.45 represent unpaid 
assessments and taxes during three 
years past. 

Disbursements for the poor during 
the year have been 12,740.15, showing 
the account to have been overdrawn, 
including a balance of previous year, 
of 1412.48. 

There were appended to the Report 
the names of 175 delinquent tax-payer*. 

In reply to the tsnnt of an individual 
that, if the roads were not better re¬ 
paired than last year, any appropriation 
would be wasted, Dr. Davis, one of 
the Township Committee, explained in 
his quiet but lucid manner, and re¬ 
marked that the $8,000 appropriated 
last year for this purpose hud been most 
carefully aud judiciously expended in 
such ways as to make the benefits per¬ 
manent. That at least 45,000 of the 
appropriation had been so used, and he 
wm persuaded that, if under tbe new 
lew, it were proposed to Me Adamite or 
pare any of our principal streets, it 
would be found that these expenditures, 
by order of the Committee, would a ive 
that fall sum in a contract for the new 
construction. 

It wss generally allowed that tbe 
Township Committee had acquitted 
themselves with honor and greatly to 
tbe satisfaction of the citiaons. 

If they will consent to undertake 
the burden and responsibility another 
year, it it our opinion, end we think it 
is the sense oWthe community, that not 
more than one or two changes, if any, 
ought to he mad?

Weaver, I. Peckhatn, Doctor Maofiar- 
lane and others, took part. Mr. Cook 
manifested his interest by a liber.il 
proposition to make » personal contri¬ 
bution, if a certain number of other 
genllemeu would unite with him to 
raise 45,000 to improve the Bloomfield 
Park. 

The subject of snnexing Bloomfield 
to Newark,which wss appointed for con¬ 
sideration this evening, was next called 
up.

So far as tbe report indulged in per¬ 
sonalities, general regret was mani 
tested. The discussion which followed, 
and tbe manly, straight-forward state¬ 
ments of our worthy Assetsor and of 
the excellent Chairman of the Commis 
sioners of Appeals, should fally vindi 
cate those gentlemen from the charges 
which were more than insinuated iu 
thia report, and which, in fact, chiefly 
instigated tbe appointment of this com 
mittee. There are probably no citi¬ 
zens in our town of purer intentions, 
of more honorable feelings, of more up¬ 
right principles, or who would more 
cordially despise a base action than 
the two gentlemen referred to. We 
ihiuk this was clearly the sense of the 
intelligent and right-minded majority 
of the Town Meeting.

The American people have reason to feel 
proud of their President. Row quietly k«

has reiMiM^Alirvation and a fame that 
no ufaek^iavemttained, but our immortal 
Wiffliwfgtou hiM Lincoln. 

The schieVeuffibta ul Grant as President, 
have been perhaps greater than of Grant 
as General. Ilia four yean civil career 
with its closing triumphant political vic¬ 
tory, has won for him, as history we think, 
will doclare in due lime, greater renown— 
a more splendid name than his military 
genius and successes have. Ws should 
like to take a cursory view of both, but 
•pace will not now permit 
On Tuesday last the man whom the 
•overeijfu people delighted to honor, above 
all others in'America— Ulysses 8. Ghaut, 
—was fbr the second time, elevated to the 
ighest office in tbeir gift. 

His inaugural address on the occasion, ia 
a most simple, unpretending and brief 
statement of just tbe correlation of sound 
political principles, and unmistakable 
facts—the study ard the developou-utafof 
President Grant's administration, in tbe 
past four years—which became him to dir 
close and set forth.

AN OLD FRIEND RETURNED. 

Mr. Chub Laibcn and family, whose 
visit to Bloomfield wc announced laat week, 
has returned to pass a week or more 
among hit old friends. Mr. Laisun was, 
about 1944, a member of the mission 
school of the American Board at Singapore. 
Tbe mission station was about that time 
transferred, the school broken op, snd the 
yoang Chinese, whose parents died just then, 
conceived a strong desire to visit America 
The obstacle in his way, waa a suitable 
person in whose care he could go. Not 
long after Rev. Dr. John H. Morrison, who 
had taken, as his missionary wife to India, 
the danghter of Dr. E. D. Ward, of Bloom¬ 
field, came down to Singapore from North¬ 
ern India to find a passage to America. 
Dr. Morrison had with him three children 
when Laisun made application to him to 
lake him to America. Dr. M.put him in 
charge of the children and promised him, if 
he proved bright and weil-bebavad,to secure 
him a year at school in America, and friends 
and school after that, if he should do well. 
On arriving at Dr. Ward’s house, he en¬ 
tered the Bloomfield Academy,then under 
Mr. David Frame, as principal, with Jas. H. 
Rundell and Dr William Ward, now of 
Newark, as AYsiatsatx. Here he acquitted 
himself well for two about years, when he 
entered Hamilton College. That he did not 
graduate with hisclaae in 1849, was owing 
to the advice of B. Wells Williams, snthor 
>f the Middle Kingdom, who thought 
it beat thnt be shonld fini-h Ilia ed¬ 
ucation in Chin%. He accordingly re¬ 
turned with Mr. Williams to China. Since 
that time he has been both merchant and 
a teacher la Shanghai. He is now n» com¬ 
missioner for the Chincee government, en¬ 
trusted with the education of Ohineee 
youth in this country.

On this subject the report save; 

'The total attendance is satisfactory. 
Beventy-seven percent, of the eohool cen¬ 
sus are reported as having attended either 
a public ora private schuol (toiuc poilioa 
of the year, leaving but twenty-three per 
cent., of who have attended no school ; 
this twenty three per cent., os explained 
last year, include* many children be¬ 
tween five and seven years of age, who 
are kepi at home lactuwi they are con- 
aiderea by tbeir parents too young to 
attend school. It also includes inituj 
who are between fifteen snd eighteen year* 
of age, whose school days are ended, snd 
who have probably acquired a fair public 
school education The school census in 
eludes all children between five and eight¬ 
een years of age, whereas the usual range 
of agea of those who attend school ia from 
seven to fifteen years. If this fact is Jnkcn 
into consideration, the total attendance *t 
school appears to I* as great aa wo can 
reasonably expect. The evil, there I ore, of 
which we speak, ia not alwenteeiam, but 
irregularity of attendance." 

This subject—irregularity ot attendance 
—is of racli vital interest to the success of 
our schools, that considerable attention is 
given to its consideration. We have 
spoken of this matter ia a former number 
of the Gazette 

Tbe nnmber of school districts in the 
State ia 1,879. being a decrease since last 
year ot 19. 

By abolishing some of the very small 

districts, snd changing the line* of others, 
so as to include more territoiry, the nun 
her having less than foriy fire has children 
n considerably reduced Thirty of 

than* weak districts in this way have been 
disbonded, snd s corresponding increase 
ha* been made In the number of the larger 
districts. 17ie average census of all tbe 
districts in tbe State, not including tbe 
cities, ia 140. 

Daring tbe year, PS new school houses 
have lieen built, at an average cost of 48,000 
each, slid 79 hare been letnodeled, rcfurnish 
ed or enlarged. The total expense for 
building and repairing has been 4896,470. 
58. The report says: 

“ A few years ago the greatest want in 
our State respecting educational matter* 
waa a jus* appreciation of the impnrtanrr 
of fhntiahing suitable school scronitnoda 
dons tor the children. The school hnmw* 
as a rule, were poor, snd the people seemed 
to be satisfied with them. That state of 
apathy haa certainly psaaed. In even 
county new *ch->ol houses are being cri-Ct 
ed and old ones repaired; and the willing 
ness shown by the people to vote the ne 
censsry means to m*ke these improvement 
is evidence that the importance of having 
neat and convenient school houses is recog 
nixed.”

Of the dntie* of Comity Superintend 
eiita, the report thus speaks: 

“ The dotiee of the county superintend 
ents are tn visit and inspect all t 
twice a year; to give advice and direction 
to teachers; to adjust all district bounds 
ries; to give information and counsel 
district trustees; to settle all disputes re 
ferred to them respecting school matters 
to examine snd license teachers; to sp|>or 
tion all school moneys; snd to issue order* 
for the payment of the same; to examine 
school accounts; to prrn.ro the annusl 
county school reports, and to perform such 
other work as the school interest* require, 

These dirties are numerous and Import 
ant, and require men of education, judg 
ment and executive ability to perform 
The amount of work required of this of¬ 
fice U sufficient to employ one man's entire 
tim* and attention in *acb county in the 
Btste. The salaries they rvcnlve, I regret 
to any. are not such on to ramble nil of them 
to do this—the average salary received by 
thnm at present being only $794.17. Tbe 
remuneration shonld be inch ss would in 
dues educated, experienced snd thorough 
ly competent persons to accept tin wo post 
tion*. and to devote their whole time snd 
energies to the work. An inrresaoof fifty 
pnr cent, on tbe present salaries would no 
more than fairly compensate these officer* 
lor their labors.''

Klavokino with Lea vis. 

Leaves are more or leas popular for gWr 
uishiug, but it has often surmised tne,says 
a corri >poU(luiX of the Garden, that they 
are so little used for flavoring. With the 
exception of sweet and Utter herbs, grown 
chit fly for the purpose, and parsley (which 
is neither bitter nor sweet, but the moat 
impulsr «r sTI flavoring plants,; compsr 
ntively few other leave* are Used. Per Imp* 

I ought also to except the sweet bay, which 
Is popular in rice sod other puddings, and 
certainly impart* ore of the moot plrassnt 
and exquisite flavors. But, nn the other 
hand, what a waste there ia of tbe flavoring 
properties of the peach, almond, end fan 
rt 1 leavre, so richly charged w ilh the essence 
of bittnr almonds, so much used in most 
kitchens I Of cooras such leavea must be 
used with caution, but so mute the spirit as 
writ An infusion of these could rendil) 
ia- made, either green or drv, and a ten or 
table-spoonful of the flavoring liquor used 
to taste. One wf the most useful and 
lisimlr*' of all leaves for flavoring fa that 
ut the conumm tyrtngn. WkncscSHhu 
ire scarce, tlw-*e are a perfect substitute In 
salad* or anything in which fast flavor fa 
do-ired. The ta-tc U not only like that nf 
cucutnliers, but identical—a curious in- 
Hiance of the correlation of flavors in wide¬ 
ly (iiHV-K.nl fsudliM Again, the young 
leaves of cucumlieis have a striking tike 
ness in the way ol flavof to thst fruit 
The same may be affirmed of rarret ton-, 
which are s* like carrots hi taste as may bt 
In mofit gardens there fas prodigious waste 
of celery flivor* in the sacrifice of the ex¬ 
tern*! leave* ami their partially blanched 
footstalk*. Scores of sticks or eatery are 
rut up into roup, when the odtabtes would 
flavor it equally well nr Inrtter. Tbe young 
lesvraof gone*berrir* added to bottled fruit 
,give a fresher flavor ami a green** color to 
pics and tart*. The leavea ol the flowering 
currant give a sort of intermediate flavor 
tietwren that of black corranta and red. 
Orange, citron, and lemon leavea imparl a 
flavoring equal to (hat of th* fruit and rind 
continued, and Mimewhat different from 
both. A lew lu«Te* added lo pica, or 
Iniiled |n the milk, nsed to b«ke with rice, 
or formed into cru*U or naate, Impart an 
admirable and almost inimitable booqnet 
ir. short, leaves are not half ao murli used 
for seasoning purposes aa th«y might ba. 

A HnanTNRtT. and KcowoutCAt. Bxveraox 

When people feel the ue«I of an acid, if 
they would let vinegar alon8, and uae lem¬ 
ons or sour apples, they would feel tost a* 
well satisfied and receive no Injury. 
And a suggestion may not come amisa aa to 
a good plan when lemons are cheap in the 
market. A perron should, in those times, 
purchase several dozen at one*, and pre 
pare them lor use In the warm, waak day* 
nf Spring and Bummer, when acid*, es 
pemaily citric and malic, or the arid* of 
lemons and rip* fruits, are so grateful and 
useful. Prea* your hand on the lemon, and 
roll H bark and forth briskly on the tabl*. 
to make it squcca* more easily ; then press 
the juice into a bowl, or tumbler.—never 
into tin ; strain out ail the seeds, aa they 
give a bad taa*. Remove all the pulp 
from the pruts, and boil R In wntar,—* 
pint for a dnarn pulp*,—to ex tract th* 
■old. A few minute*’ boiling fa aoough ; 
then strain lb* water «Hh the Juice of the 
lemona; put a pound of white sugar to a 
pint ol thojniee; boil ten minutea;bottle it; 
and your lemonade la readj. Put a table 
■poouful or two ol thia lemon syrup In * 
glass of water, and you have a cooling 
hcaithftil drink.
